® Fall 2009 & Spring 2010 — highest enrollment levels in MUS
history

® Over 45,000 students enrolled (unduplicated headcount)

® FTE increased by more than 15% since Fall 1999,
(over 6% since Fall 2008)

® 4,300 more resident student FTE served than ten years ago

® Headcount at COTs grew by more than 4,000 students over
the past ten years
